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SEPARATE AND UNEQUAL: RACISM 
AND POVERTY 50 YEARS AFTER 
THE KERNER REPORT 

SPEECH OF 

HON. JOYCE BEATTY 
OF OHIO 

IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

Monday, March 5, 2018 

Mrs. BEATTY. Mr. Speaker, 1968 was a 
watershed year in our nation’s history. That 
year saw the deadliest period of the Vietnam 
War and the peak of protests against that con-
flict. It saw the passage of the Fair Housing 
Act but the assassinations of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. and Robert F. Kennedy. 1968 saw 
President Johnson announce that he would 
not run for a second term and Richard Nixon 
elected to succeed him. 

In the midst of that tumultuous year, the Na-
tional Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders, 
known as the Kerner Commission, issued its 
report examining the cause of riots and unrest 
that had occurred in inner cities and commu-
nities of color around the country. 

After visiting those cities, interviewing wit-
nesses, and consulting with experts, the 
Kerner Commission submitted its findings to 
President Johnson. That groundbreaking re-
port remains important five decades later, not 
only as an historical document, but also be-
cause it describes the same issues of race 
that we struggle with today and how we can 
overcome them. 

The Kerner Commission’s report identified 
twelve grievances that were shared in the 
communities of color where the unrest had 
taken place. Among these were lack of eco-
nomic opportunity, discrimination in the admin-
istration of justice, and inadequacy of edu-
cation, housing, and social welfare programs. 

These same problems persist today. 
Employment: In 2018, the unemployment 

rate for African-Americans is 7.7 percent, com-
pared to just 4.1 percent overall, and black 
workers made 83 cents on the dollar com-
pared to white workers. 

Housing: only 41 percent of black house-
holds own their home, virtually the same as 
1968, while over 70 percent of white families 
own their homes. 

Education: schools are more segregated 
now than they were thirty years ago, and 
blacks are half as likely as whites to have a 
college degree. 

Justice: blacks are incarcerated at a rate of 
3.5 times higher than whites. 

So we now find ourselves in the same situa-
tion as the one described in the Kerner report 
50 years ago: ‘‘Our nation is moving toward 
two societies, one black, one white—separate 
and unequal.’’ 

Fortunately, the Kerner report also de-
scribed a path to reverse the trend of racial di-
vision. It called for ‘‘the realization of common 
opportunities for all within a single society’’ 
that requires ‘‘a commitment to national ac-
tion—compassionate, massive and sustained, 
backed by the resources of the most powerful 

and the richest nation on this earth. From 
every American it will require new attitudes, 
new understanding, and, above all, new will.’’ 

Mr. Speaker, I am proud to stand with my 
colleagues of the Congressional Black Caucus 
who embody the commitment to national ac-
tion and the new will that the Kerner Commis-
sion called for 50 years ago.

School athletics, regularly attending games, 
especially basketball. 

Jerry Hutcheson, a friend of MG Keeton and 
fellow member of Booneville First Baptist 
Church, said he always enjoyed MG Keeton’s 
sense of humor. He liked to make people 
laugh. ‘‘Jerry was just a good guy,’’ Mr. 
Hutcheson said. ‘‘He loved to talk politics 
every morning as a member of the Hardee’s 
Coffee Club. He was devoted to everyone in 
the Berea Sunday School Class and to all his 
fellow senior adults in the church. He loved 
people.’’

Mr. KATKO. Mr. Speaker, I rise today as a 
member of the Congressional Hockey Caucus, 
and as an avid fan of the game, to recognize 
hockey’s Declaration of Principles. 

Those who love hockey know that it re-
quires teamwork and perseverance, instills in-
tegrity and a sense of humility, strengthens 
character and brings communities together. 
On September 6th, 2017, the National Hockey 
League and the National Hockey League Play-
ers’ Association issued a joint statement sig-
naling the end to a two-year discussion be-
tween seventeen major worldwide hockey or-
ganizations including: American Collegiate 
Hockey Association (ACHA); American Hock-
ey League (AHL); Canadian Hockey League 
(CHL); Canadian Junior Hockey League 
(CJHL); Canadian Women’s Hockey League 
(CWHL); College Hockey Inc.; ECHL; Hockey 
Canada; International Ice Hockey Federation 
(IIHF); National Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA); National Women’s Hockey League 
(NWHL); North American Hockey League 
(NAHL); U SPORTS; United States Hockey 
League (USHL); and USA Hockey. 

As part of the group’s reaffirmation to the 
game, these seventeen hockey organizations 
have collectively issued a set of eight key prin-
ciples—the Declaration of Principles—aimed 
at rededicating the game at every level to the 
group’s core values and beliefs. The Principles 
are meant to serve as an internal compass to 
help guide decisions and shift behaviors of 
hockey organizations, as well as players, par-
ents, coaches, fans, partners and all those 
who represent and care for the sport of hock-
ey. 

These Principles are: 
1. Hockey should be an enjoyable family ex-

perience; all stakeholders—organizations, 
players, parents, siblings, coaches, referees, 
volunteers and rink operators—play a role in 
this effort. 

2. Hockey’s greatest value is the role it 
plays in the development of character and life 
skills. 
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3. All hockey organizations—regardless of 

size or level of competition—bring value to 
players and families in their ability to deliver a 
positive family experience. 

4. Physical activity is important for a healthy 
body, mind and spirit. 

5. There are significant benefits of youth 
participation in multiple sports. 

6. Hockey programs should be age-appro-
priate for all players, accounting for each indi-
vidual’s physical, emotional and cognitive de-
velopment. 

7. There is great value in all forms of hock-
ey, both on and off the ice. 

8. All hockey programs should provide a 
safe, positive and inclusive environment for 
players and families regardless of race, color, 
religion, national origin, gender, age, disability, 
sexual orientation and socio-economic status. 
Simply put, hockey is for everyone. 

This set of principles serve as a powerful 
platform for participants to build character, fos-
ter positive values and develop important life 
skills that transcend the game. Moving for-
ward, the adoption of this declaration of prin-
ciples will advance policies, programs and ini-
tiatives, while inspiring fans, players and com-
munities to create the best possible experi-
ence for the entire hockey community. 

It is my distinct honor to recognize hockey’s 
Declaration of Principles, and thank the Na-
tional Hockey League, National Hockey 
League Players’ Association, and all groups 
involved in this declaration for their continued 
dedication to the improvement of Hockey, and 
by extension the lives of millions of Americans 
who watch, play, and love the sport.
